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Asset forfeiture program 1s confusing, grand jury reports

The collection and use of asset 
forfeiture funds in Mendocino 
County is not well understood, 
according to a report from the 
Mendocino County grand jury. 


“It became clear during the inves- 
tigation, that to most people, the 
asset forfeiture program is confusing 
and commonly misunderstood,” the 
grand jury said in its report. “While 
the pertaining statutes and codes are 


clear about percentages of funds to 
be distributed to law enforcement 
agencies, they are not as clear as they 
could be about how funds can be 
used for drug education and law 
enforcement needs.” 


According to the state law dictat- 
ing asset forfeiture, “civil forfeiture 
is intended to be remedial, removing 
the tools and profits from those 
engaged in the illicit drug trade.” 

The seized items can range from 


cars and bank accounts to coins, jew- 
elry and property. The items, aside 
from cash, are held in an evidence 
room; cash is held in a trust fund

CITY OF UKIAH 
Council 


supports 
plug-in 
hybrids

Looking to the future, and 
with the possibility of decreasing 
our dependence on foreign oil, 
the Ukiah City Council has 
approved a resolution supporting 
policies promoting the develop- 
ment of plug-in hybrid vehicles. 
A plug-in hybrid vehicle is a car 
that has been modified to be 
recharged by connecting to an 
electric power source. 

The issue was brought to the 
attention of the council by Cliff 
Paulin, a member of the Greater 
Ukiah Localization Project, at its 
July 18 meeting. 

Electric cars aren’t a new issue 
for Ukiah residents, since a grant 
had electric cars in use by meter 
readers and other city employees 
less than two years ago. 

“In the past we supported elec- 
tric vehicles,” City Manager 
Candace Horsley said. “We used 
them for many years before they 
were taken away from us” at the 
end of the grant period. 

The idea behind gathering sup- 
port for plug-in hybrids came 
from a national grassroots initia- 
tive, Plug-In Partners and its 
Plug-In Bay Area chapter, 
demonstrating that a growing 
market is asking for the produc- 
tion of flexible-fuel plug-in 
hybrid electric vehicles. 

Plug-In Bay Area is working 
to bring America closer to energy 
independence by partnering with 
municipalities, government agen- 
cies and other organizations to 
promote gasoline-optional plug- 
in transportation. 

With no plug-in hybrids in 
production, the city is still explor- 
ing its options. 

“I think that for certain vehi- 
cles, meetings and committees 
it’s a good idea,” Horsley said.

Feds will investigate tour plane crashes

JUNEAU, Alaska — 
Federal officials will investi- 
gate the second sightseeing 
plane to crash in the southeast 
Alaska community of 
Ketchikan within a month, 
officials said Friday. 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration and National 
Transportation Safety Board 
investigators will examine the 
cause of the two crashes that 
killed five people each. 

Four Oregon residents and 
a California man were killed 
Thursday night when a small 
airplane crashed north of 


town. Five other people were 
killed in a separate crash last 
month. 

The NTSB is sending two 
investigators from Anchorage 
and pulling four special inves- 
tigators from Washington 
D.C., said Jim La Belle, the 
agency’s regional director for 
Alaska. 

Additionally, one of the 
NTSB’s five presidentially 
appointed board members, 
Debbie Hersman, will take 
part in the investigation since 
she was already in Alaska for

Effort to tunnel toward miners suspended 
indefinitely after deaths of rescuers 


HUNTINGTON, Utah (AP) — For 10 days, miners braved 
the rubble-strewn mine to try to reach their fallen comrades 
trapped deep within. 

But after a series of setbacks, nerve-jangling mountain 
“bumps” and a second collapse that killed three rescuers, a new 
sentiment emerged Friday: Abandon the rescue effort and con- 
cede defeat to a mountain that appeared to be slowly crumbling. 

“Is there any possible way we can continue this underground 
operation and provide safety for the rescue workers? At this 
point we don’t have an answer,” Richard Stickler, head of the 
federal Mine Safety and Health Administration, said as he 
announced that officials had suspended the rescue operation 
indefinitely. 

The collapse Thursday night killed three rescue workers and 
injured six others who were trying to tunnel through rubble to 
reach six men trapped since Aug. 6 after a massive cave-in. 
Crews on Friday were still drilling a fourth hole into the moun- 
tain to look for any sign of the missing men. 

“Without question, we have suffered a setback, and we have 
incurred an incredible loss. But this team remains focused on 
the task at hand” — the rescue of the miners, said Rob Moore, 
vice president of Murray Energy Corp., co-owner of the mine.

irst Christian Church of 
kiah celebrates 150 years

From time to time there 
will be an item in the local 
newspaper that a certain busi- 
ness is celebrating its longevi- 
ty in Ukiah. Maybe that busi- 
ness can claim to have been in 
Ukiah for 35 or 40 years, but 
the business that can claim the 
most years in Ukiah has to be 
the Savings Bank of 
Mendocino County, estab- 
lished in 1903, thus it has been 
in Ukiah for 104 years. 

However, there is an orga- 
nization that dwarfs even that 
record, although not a busi- 
ness. Begun in the village of 
Ukiah in 1857, it was reported 
to the state meeting at Cache 
Creek in Yolo County that The 
Christian Church in Ukiah had 
nine members. The Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ) 
was founded in the early 
1800s in the United States, 
born out of the religious fer- 
vor of the Second Great 
Awakening. Our name reflects 
our deep belief that “Christian 
is the only name we need.” 
Originally created as a loose 
“brotherhood” of independent 
congregations, the Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ) 
officially formed itself into a 
denomination in 1968, while 
maintaining its firm belief in 
the autonomy of each individ- 
ual congregation. We are 
bound by ties of love, not 
church law. 

This year The First 
Christian Church in Ukiah is 
celebrating 150 years of con- 
tinuous presence in this com-

According, to the church 
history it was during this year 
that the town of Ukiah also 
gave evidence of its future 
prominence as its first hotel 
was erected on the southwest 
comer of Main and Standley 
Streets. Also Ukiah was cho- 
sen as the County Seat and the 
first Court House was built. 
Until this time the population 
of Ukiah was around one hun- 
dred, but by 1877 the 
population had grown to one 
thousand eight hundred. 

The early years of the 
church were ones of continual 
struggle as the congregation

munity. In 1859 Jessee 
Derrick came to Ukiah from 
Sonoma County and reorga- 
nized the church which had 
been struggling in its exis- 
tence in 1857 and since that 
time the church has continued 
without interruption. 


depended largely upon travel- 
ing preachers who managed to 
keep the congregation alive. 
An interesting note relative to 
today’s attitudes toward 
church is found in an old 
church history. It states that 
“in 1860 the records reveal 


that ‘Old Brother Porter’ held 
a successful protracted meet- 
ing, and in the following year 
of 1861 Brother Thompson 
held a meeting at the Court 
House. During this meeting 
the Honorable J.B. Lamar, 
afterwards County Judge of 


Mendocino County, became a 
member and it was through 
him that a movement was set 
afoot for a meeting house.” 
(Imagine -- a meeting in a 
Court House!!)

Shadow at 
Rose Bowl 


Next Jan. 1, millions worldwide will be 
watching the televised 94th Rose Bowl Game 
in Pasadena, and the 199th Rose Bowl Parade 
with its celebratory floats. One of those floats, 
saluting the 2008 Chinese Olympics, has 
already stirred worldwide protests because of 
China's many human rights violations against 
its own people as well as China's large-scale 
financial partnership with Sudan, perpetrator of 
the continuing genocide in Darfur. 

In the July 19 story "Roses Are Red,” in the 
Pasadena Weekly, Joe Piasecki reported that 
both local and international human rights orga- 
nizations are urging the Tournament of Roses 
Association and the Pasadena City Council to 
speak out about how the Olympics in China 
will be a chilling caricature of what 
Tournament President C.L. Keedy -- justifying 
the inclusion of the float in the parade -- said: 

"The Olympics, which brings nations 
together, is the epitome of a global celebration 
-- providing a worldwide spirit of cooperation, 
supporting athletes in peaceful competition." 
But there are no celebrations among the many 
victims of China's chronic cruelty. 

The acutely controversial float is sponsored 
by the Pasadena-based Avery Dennison Corp., 
which, the Pasadena Weekly reports, "employs 
more than 10,000 people in factories it owns in 
China," making office and consumer products. 

Among the gathering critics of the Avery 
float are international human rights organiza- 
tions Amnesty International, Reporters Without 
Borders and Human Rights Watch. 

Sophie Richardson, deputy director of 
Human Rights Watch's Asian Division, accu- 
rately points out: "The people who are organiz- 
ing the parade should be fully aware that the 
Chinese government uses this kind of opportu- 
nity not for just promoting the Olympics, but 
for real political propaganda purposes. The 
float will certainly be construed as not just sup- 
port of the Olympics, but for the Chinese gov- 
ernment's staging of it." 

The supporters of this particular float are 
very likely to claim that protests about China's 
complicity in human rights violations -- includ- 
ing the ongoing genocide in Darfur -- have 
become irrelevant by citing China's support of 
the unanimous July 31 Resolution by the U.N. 
Security Council. The resolution will purport- 
edly send 26,000 U.N. and African troops and 
police into Darfur to begin to end the genocide. 

But before that Security Council vote, China 
greatly undermined the resolution by stripping 
from the original language a clause pledging 
sanctions against the government of Sudan if it 
prevented the implementation of the resolution. 
Sudan's president, Gen. Omar al-Bashir, has 
broken every agreement he has signed to end 
the horrors that have cost the lives of more than 
450,000 black Africans in Darfur. On that 
record, the genocide will continue. 

This acclaimed but deeply flawed July 31 
U.N. resolution also prevents the disarming of 
the al-Bashir's militia, the Janjaweed, responsi- 
ble for most of the mass murders of the people 
in Darfur, and the huge numbers of gang rapes 
of Darfur's black women. 

Because of lethal holes in this U.N. resolu- 
tion, the growing international campaign to 
shame China, Sudan's largest investor and sup- 
plier of arms, into pressuring its genocidal part- 
ner to really end the atrocities there is continu- 
ing. On Jan. 1, the world will see the shaming 
on television and in international newspapers if 
the Avery Dennision Corp. floral float remains 
as a focus of the Rose Bowl Parade, billed as 
"The Passport to the World's Celebrations." 

However, it is not too late for the 
Tournament of Roses Association and 
Pasadena city officials to clearly disassociate 
themselves from the float's propaganda value 
for China's dictatorship. In a letter to 
Tournament of Roses President C.L. Keedy, 
Robert Menard, secretary-general of the 
invaluable champion of international press 
freedoms, Reporters Without Borders, showed 
how the Tournament of Roses can greatly add 
to the campaign to disgrace China into pressur- 
ing Sudan to end the mass murder. 

Menard urged Keedy and Pasadena officials 
to "say clearly to the Chinese authorities that 
you will not allow the Rose Parade to be asso- 
ciated with the Chinese Olympics by hosting 
the Avery float until the Chinese (Olympic 
Committee) organizers, who are for the most 
part also senior (Chinese government) officials, 
release prisoners of conscience, reform repres- 
sive laws and end censorship." 

A similar letter, reports the Pasadena 
Weekly, has been sent to Pasadena Mayor Bill 
Bogaard. This public focusing on China as one 
of the pariahs among civilized nations will also 
put increased pressure on China -- even if its 
Olympics float is not removed from the Rose 
Parade -- to compel Sudan to stop the Darfur 
genocide so that China will no longer be iden- 
tified with these atrocities, which British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown told The New York 
Times is "the greatest humanitarian disaster the 
world faces today."

Supports new 
ACC director 


To the Editor: 

As a volunteer at the Mendocino 
County Animal Care and Control shelter, 
I was happy and heartened to read the 
front page story in Sunday’s UDJ about 
Bliss Fisher continuing as the shelter’s 
Administrator. 

I’ve seen the shelter go through many 
changes since I began volunteering a year 
and a half ago. What I’ve not seen in that 
time is a head administrator with so much 
obvious devotion to the welfare of the 
animals in her care. Bliss is a roll-up- 
your-sleeves-and-get-in-there kind of per- 
son, who is not afraid to get her hands 
dirty. It’s obvious to me how much she 
loves those animals. 

Bliss was slammed in several articles 
(and I use the term lightly, because what I 
read was opinion, not reporting) in the 
Fort Bragg Advocate-News, which I 
found unfair and inflammatory. Bliss 
stepped into a mess, she did not create 
one. 

Some people are angered that animals 
are euthanized at the shelter, and want the 
county to adopt a no kill policy. To those 
folks I will repeat what a wise person told 
me when I started volunteering: There is 
no such thing as a no-kill shelter. If you 
keep all the dogs that arrive at the shelter, 
there will be no room for other dogs, and 
somewhere down the road, a dog will be 
put to sleep because there is no room for 
him/her. 

Sure, in a perfect world there would be 
no-kill shelters. In a perfect world, people 
would be informed about spaying and 
neutering their pets, would not abuse 
them, and would take responsibility for 
their animals and make sure they don’t 
stray. Until that day comes, there will 
always be animal shelters, and in our 
case, a group of extremely dedicated folks 
who spend long hours devoted to the care 
and love of dogs and cats others have 
found to be expendable. 

For those people who complain about 
the workings of the shelter I say: take a 
week, take a day, and go down to Plant 
Road and watch the employees there. 
Better yet, find an hour or two a day or a 
week and volunteer to walk dogs and play 
with cats. (So many people say they can’t 
go to the shelter because it’s too sad or 
they would want to bring all the animals 
home. Well, it IS sad, and you can’t bring 


them all home, so don’t worry.) Try to 
figure out a way to educate people, 
because in the end, that’s the only thing 
that will help the animals, and all of us, 
really.

Health care plans: 
Let the people decide 


Take a look at who is now actively involved in nego- 
tiations to bring some new and wider-reaching form of 
health insurance to Californians: 

You have state legislators of both major parties, peo- 
ple who are consistently unable to meet legal deadlines 
for designing something as routine as an annual budget. 
Men and women who wait until the last minute to 
spring surprises bills on their colleagues and then act 
surprised when some of their sneak proposals don't 
pass. 

You have Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger, who often 
says one thing and does another. He plumps loudly for 
strong laws to lessen California's "carbon footprint," its 
production of greenhouse gases that worsen global 
warming and climate change. Yet he eliminates from 
his proposed budget $39 million (less than one-fourth 
of one percent of the total projected budget) for the 
Williamson Act, a 42-year-old farmland preservation 
program that now protects 16.5 million acres from 
development and assures that land will continue to 
remove at least 1.75 million tons of greenhouses gases 
from the air every year. 

Can these people be trusted to determine the health 
insurance future of all Californians? Yes, they say, 
claiming legislators are far better able to decide these 
complicated issues than mere voters. Never mind that 
they rarely keep promises and frequently have difficul- 
ty performing even their most elementary duties. 

And in fact, most of the Legislature really will have 
nothing to do with the health insurance decision, if one 
ever comes. For as with most important Sacramento 
issues the ultimate decision-making will be done by the 
so-called Big Five. That's the governor and the majori- 
ty and minority leaders of the state Assembly and 
Senate. Better by far to let the people decide. When it 
comes to ballot measures, voters have a much better 
track record than legislators, even though many politi- 
cal scientists deny it. 

Voters almost always okay the good propositions and 
nix the screwball schemes, as extremist Lyndon 
LaRouche discovered several years ago when he tried 
with repeated, well-funded campaigns to pass initia- 
tives that would have forced the quarantine of anyone 
testing positive for the AIDS virus. The tobacco indus- 
try learned the same thing when it used a highly decep- 
tive campaign to try to overturn local anti-smoking 
laws. More examples abound. 

Sure, there are now at least two, sorta three and 
maybe four health care plans active in the Legislature. 
Why not put them all on the ballot, each as a separate 
proposition and let the people decide their own future? 
State law requires than when more than one proposition 
covers the same subject area, the one drawing the most 
yes votes wins, so long as at least one gets majority sup- 
port. 

This is also one way to make sure something actual- 
ly happens in this area, for voters never miss deadlines 
the way politicians so often do. Election Day comes and 
they either vote, or they've voted absentee in advance. 
But the issue never stretches far beyond that definite 
date, unless there are vote-counting problems or legal 
challenges. So why not one proposition embodying the 
single-payer plan sponsored several times by 
Democratic state Sen. Sheila Kuehl of Santa Monica, 
which Schwarzenegger has vetoed before and likely 
will again if it reaches him? 

Schwarzenegger's own plan, hyped last January in 
his state of the state address as guaranteeing health cov- 
erage for all Californians, could be another proposition. 
Of course, he would have to codify it and present it to 
the Legislature before lawmakers could put it on the 
ballot. The governor has never submitted any bill sum- 
marizing his plan, which would likely require all 
Californians to pay premiums and force all employers 
to pay a set percentage of their payroll for health insur- 
ance. Schwarzenegger also would dun doctors 2 percent 
of their gross revenues and assess hospitals 4 percent. 

The plan put forward by Democratic legislative lead- 
ers could be a third ballot measure. They want to limit 
employee health care premiums to 5 percent of family 
income, while forcing employers to pay 7.5 percent of 
Social Security wages for employee health insurance - 
or pay the same amount to the state, which would then 
cover their workers. 

There is no set Republican plan today, but merely a 
set of bills, many of which have already failed in the 
Legislature. These could be resurrected and made into a 
fourth proposition, one that tries to expand health care 
choices by allowing out-of-state insurers to offer insur- 
ance to individuals and employers, while giving high- 
deductible health plans to the poor. GOP lawmakers 
also would like more emphasis on health savings 
accounts and less on premiums paid. 

These are only the roughest outlines of four very 
complex plans. But the sorry record of the Legislature 
on other matters indicates voters will be at least as well 
able to understand them as lawmakers and the governor, 
who are plainly not in the genius category. 

And whatever the outcome, voters would then have 
no one else to blame for the future consequences of 
their decision.

In 1862 the church started 
the erection of its first church 
building which was not com- 
pleted until 1866. It was a 
white frame building with 
green shutters and stood on 
the corner of Smith and 
School Streets. The Baptists 
and South Methodists helped 
to purchase the seats and each 
was permitted to use the 
building one Sunday each 
month until they erected 
buildings of their own. 

Mendocino County records 
show that on Jan. 6, 1863, 
D.W. Smith ceded Block 23 in 
the town of Ukiah to trustees 
of the church. However that 
deed proved worthless as 
Smith was not the legal owner 
of the property, thus it was not 
until Oct. 26, 1866 that a 
proper deed was received. 
Block 23 is the block now 
completely occupied by the 
home office of the Savings 
Bank of Mendocino County. 

A historical note states that 
during the years of 1861- 
1865, the Civil War years, 
there was a falling away from 
all churches due to differences 
of opinion with respect to the 
war, but the most faithful kept 
the churches going. The histo- 
ry states, “This condition 
existed until the assassination 
of President Lincoln in the 
year 1865, whereupon the 
wounds of division were 
healed in the mutual loss felt 
so deeply by adherents of both 
sides. 

While today the principal 
crops in the valley are pears 
and grapes an interesting item 
states, “The valley was most 
fertile and records mention 
wheat growing to a height of 6 
feet and corn to a height of 8 
feet.” Southern influence was 
noted by the introduction and 
very successful planting of 
tobacco. This was so marked 
that it was prophesied that this 
country would be the big 


tobacco center of the future. 
In the year 1864, tobacco and 
corn were the valley’s largest 
crops. 

In the spring of 1878 a new 
church edifice was begun in 
the middle of the same block 
where the first church still 
stood. This building was in 
use for many long years as the 
center of Christian Church 
worship in Ukiah. In fact, 
there are still a few current 
members of First Christian’s 
congregation who delight in 
reminding us that as children 
they were “baptized in the 
Savings Bank parking lot!” In 
1892 the church undertook a 
modernization project with 
the installation of electricity, 
but the formerly used 
kerosene lanterns were wisely 
kept in readiness in the event 
of an electrical failure. In 
1902 the lamps were put into 
use again due to such a fail- 
ure, necessitating increasing 
the janitor’s salary from six to 
seven dollars per month! First 
Christian Church remained at 
that location until 1953 when 
a new structure was begun at 
140 North Spring Street. The 
new building was dedicated 
on February 28, 1954. In 2003 
the church held a fifty-year 
celebration, including a 
“parade walk” from the old 
Main Street location and a 
blessing and re-dedication of 
the “new” building. 

The current Pastor is Rev. 
Cherie Marckx who has been 
pastor here since 1998. Cherie 
makes her home in 
Geyserville with her husband, 
Rev. Hilary Marckx, PhD. 
who has been pastor of the 
Geyserville Christian Church 
(one of our sister churches) 
since 1995. Pastor Cherie is a 
graduate of the Pacific School 
of Religion and holds both 
Master of Divinity, and 
Master of Arts, Religious 
Education, degrees. She is the 
first woman called as pastor of 
the First Christian Church in 
Ukiah. 

In 2003 we declared our-

Niners host Raiders in annual preseason meeting

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Darnell Bing spent last season 
with the Oakland Raiders 
before joining the 49ers just in 
time for training camp, so the 
second-year safety has inti- 
mate knowledge of both 
shores in San Francisco Bay’s 
less-than-fierce NFL rivalry. 

And though the 49ers seem 
significantly ahead of the 
Raiders in their efforts to 
regain respectability, Bing 
actually sees few differences 
in the training camp approach- 
es of the two teams meeting in 
Saturday’s annual preseason 
Battle of the Bay. 

“The biggest difference is 
we have fans out here at the 
practices who get loud and 
enjoy it,” Bing said Friday at 
the 49ers’ training complex in 
Santa Clara. “They can actual- 
ly be a part of practice and see 
our game plan and how we do 
it.” 

San Francisco coach Mike 
Nolan has stressed communi- 
cation and a large degree of 
openness — by NFL stan- 
dards, anyway — during his 
three seasons. The 49ers show 
it in everything from their 
public camp practices to 
Nolan’s decision to keep his 
assistant coaches constantly 
available to reporters, unlike 
many clubs. 

The Raiders don’t open 
their practices in Napa, and 
Bing — who spent his rookie 
season on injured reserve — is 
still waiting to hear why 
Oakland released him shortly 
before its first training camp 
under new coach Lane Kiffin. 


Bing spent three years at USC 
while Kiffin was an offensive 
assistant, yet the defensive 
back never got to know him. 

“He wasn’t a very talkative 
guy, so it was like, ’Hi and 
bye,”” Bing said. 

Bing got a little more atten- 
tion from Kiffin during the 
offseason when he convinced 
the Raiders to move him back 
to safety after attempting to 
use him at linebacker last sea- 
son. He thought the transition 
was going fine until he got his 
pink slip, and now he’s hoping 
to catch on in San Francisco 
as Michael Lewis’ backup. 

“I’m just going to go out 
there and compete,” he said. 
“If you worry about the stuff 
that goes on off the field, it 
makes you not focus on what 
you have to accomplish.” 

The annual meeting allows 
the NFL neighbors to test each 
other on the field, even if they 
don’t socialize much during 
the season. Nolan still hasn’t 
met Kiffin, the Raiders’ preco- 
cious new coach. 

So was Nolan ready to run 
an NFL team at the tender age 
of 32? 

“Thought I was, but no,” 
Nolan said. “He’s a better man 
than I. A better coach, too.” 

Kiffin returned to camp this 
week after missing two days 
with a viral infection. He has 
plenty of work to do, particu- 
larly in choosing a starting 
quarterback to run an offense 
that reached historic depths 
last season. 

Andrew Walter, who strug- 
gled along with his teammates 
last season, gets his turn for a 
preseason start at Candlestick, 


to be followed by Daunte 
Culpepper and Josh McCown. 
With No. 1 pick JaMarcus 
Russell still unsigned, any of 
the three quarterbacks in camp 
could emerge as the starter, 
and all three were fairly solid 
in last week’s exhibition open- 
er against Arizona. 

“I did like the decisions 
that were made in the red zone 
by both Josh and Andrew,” 
said Raiders offensive coordi-

nator Greg Knapp, who held 
the same job in San Francisco 
under coaches Steve Mariucci 
and Dennis Erickson. 

“Then with Daunte, what I 
liked seeing was that he over- 
came some adversity early on. 
The first snap wasn’t great, 
the second drive wasn’t great, 
but he led us to two fourth- 
quarter field-goal drives.” 

Other offensive positions 
also need plenty of work. 


Running back Dominic 
Rhodes will start, but LaMont 
Jordan will play as much as 
possible after missing last 
week’s game with a sore back. 

“He needs a lot of work, 
especially in these next two 
games,” Kiffin said of Jordan. 
“He needs to see this zone 
(blocking) system. This is not 
something he’s used to. He’s 
got to see what he can’t see in 
practice, to see ... how the 
holes open up.” 

Nolan’s offensive starters 
will get 24 plays, and he plans 
to let them work into the sec- 
ond quarter after getting just 
two series in Monday’s 17-13 
loss to Denver. The 49ers will 
remain delicate with their 
defensive veterans, holding 
three projected starters out of 
the lineup with minor injuries: 
Defensive end Bryant Young, 
Pro Bowl cornerback Walt 
Harris and nose tackle 
Aubrayo Franklin. 

The 49ers hope to fill every 
seat at Candlestick with an 
influx of Raiders fans, yet 
that’s not always certain in the 
laid-back Bay Area. In San 
Francisco’s 34-20 regular-sea- 
son victory over woeful 
Oakland last October, there 
still were obvious patches of 
empty seats. 

“T’ve always been a Niner 
fan, but I admired the 
Raiders,” said new 49ers line- 
backer Tully Banta-Cain, a 
Silicon Valley native. “When I 
was growing up, there was 
always a game on in our 
house, either the Niners or the 
Raiders.

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Buchholz goes 6 innings in MLB debut; Red Sox top Angels

BOSTON Clay 
Buchholz knew his first trip to 
the major leagues would be 
short. Red Sox manager Terry 
Francona said the 23-year-old 
prospect was heading back to 
Triple-A even if he threw a 
no-hitter. 

So Buchholz made the 
most of his opportunity, pitch- 
ing six innings and winning 
his major league debut as the 
Boston Red Sox beat the Los 
Angeles Angels 8-4 Friday in 
the opener of a day-night dou- 
bleheader. 

“It’s every baseball play- 
er’s dream to come up here 
and pitch and play,” the skin- 
ny right-hander said. “I'll 
never forget it.” 

Buccholz was sent back to 
Triple-A Pawtucket between 
games. Catcher Kevin Cash 
was called up from the minor 
league club — the Red Sox 
needed the help because back- 
up catcher Doug Mirabelli 
strained his right calf in the 
first game. 

David Ortiz homered to 
highlight a six-run first inning 
as the Red Sox won the start 


of a four-game series between 
AL division leaders. 

Boston began the day with 
a 5 1/2-game lead over the 
New York Yankees in the East. 

Buchholz (1-0), one of 
Boston’s top prospects, said 
he was “thinking too much 
instead of throwing” when he 
walked Angels leadoff hitter 
Chone Figgins on four pitch- 
es. 

“I get nervous for every 
start. I still have those first- 
inning jitters, they were just a 
little bit more intense today,” 
he said. “I felt fine after the 
first couple of innings.” 

Buccholz gave up three 
earned runs and eight hits and 
struck out five. 

Francona was impressed 
that Buchholz kept his poise 
in the first. With one out and 
Figgins aboard, Vladimir 
Guerrero hit a line drive to 
right field that J.D. Drew mis- 
played for an error, and Garret 
Anderson had an RBI 
grounder. 

“He’s got four good pitch- 
es,” Francona said. “He did a 
pretty good job.” 

Boston hit for the cycle in 
the big first inning against 


John Lackey (15-7). Lackey 
remained tied for the league 
lead in wins with Boston’s 
Josh Beckett, who was sched- 
uled to start the second game. 

Dustin Pedroia doubled, 
Ortiz hit his 20th homer, 
Manny Ramirez followed 
with a single and J.D. Drew 
tripled for a 3-1 lead. 

The Red Sox made it 6-1 on 
an RBI single by Mike Lowell 
and consecutive doubles by 
Mirabelli and Alex Cora. 

Mirabelli hurt himself run- 
ning the bases, limped across 
home plate and headed 
straight to the clubhouse. 
Jason Varitek, Boston’s top 
catcher, took over for 
Mirabelli. 

Red Sox reliever Hideki 
Okajima struck out three in 1 
2-3 innings and Jonathan 
Papelbon got four outs for his 
29th save in 31 chances. 

Papelbon relieved in the 
eighth with two runners on 
and retired pinch-hitter 
Maicer Izturis to fly out. 

Lackey lasted just four 
innings, his shortest outing of 
the season. He had won three 
straight starts overall, but fell 
to 1-6 lifetime against Boston, 


and 1-4 at Fenway Park. 

“My good pitches were hit 
and the bad ones were hit even 
harder,” Lackey said. 

“I was surprised when they 
asked me to pitch the day 
game. I would have preferred 
to pitch the night game,” he 
said. 

Lackey stayed in the game 
after Boston’s opening burst. 
In the fourth, Drew hit a single 
to right field and Guerrero 
tried to throw out Kevin 
Youkilis at third base. 

Instead, the ball hit 
Youkilis and caromed out of 
play, and he was awarded 
home plate. 

Angels manager Mike 
Scioscia said Lackey had trou- 
ble finishing off hitters in the 
first. 

“He just didn’t seem like he 
was where he needed to be for 
the first couple of innings, 


threw a lot of pitches,” 
Scioscia said. 
The Angels got to 


Buchholz in the fifth with 
consecutive singles by 
Figgins, Orlando Cabrera, 
Guerrero and Anderson. That 
made it 7-3 and with two on, 
Gary Matthews Jr. lined into 


an inning-ending double play. 

In the sixth, Jeff Mathis’ 
sacrifice fly scored Casey 
Kotchman, who doubled. 
Kotchman had a career-high 
four hits. 

Pedroia homered in the 
eighth off Greg Jones. 

Scioscia said Buchholz 
“has got great stuff.” 

“With a little refining, this 
guy looks like he’s going to be 
good for a long time,” 
Scioscia said. “Very 
impressed with his changeup, 
got life on his fastball.” 

Buchholz plans to “stay on 
track” at Pawtucket, and hope 
for a September callup. 

“No words can really 
describe it,” he said of the 
experience. “It’s a once in a 
lifetime experience.” 

Notes: Buchholz was the 
42nd player selected in the 
2005 draft. The Red Sox got 
him with an extra pick they 
received after Pedro Martinez 
signed with the New York 
Mets. 

Ortiz has hit 20 homers in 
six straight seasons... Boston’s 
seven hits in the first matches 
its most in an inning this sea- 
son. 


Knaus and Letarte back

BROOKLYN, Mich. 
Since NASCAR put them on 
suspension in June, Chad 
Knaus and Steve Letarte have 
managed to stay busy. That 
hasn’t kept the two Nextel 
Cup crew chiefs from being 
frustrated. 

“Tm not going to lie to you, 
it’s tough,” Knaus said Friday 
after rejoining reigning Cup 
champion Jimmie Johnson 
and his No. 48 Hendrick 
Motorsports team to prepare 
for Sunday’s 3M Performance 
400 at Michigan International 
Speedway. 

Knaus and Letarte, who 
works with the No. 24 of four- 
time Cup champion Jeff 
Gordon on the elite Hendrick 
team, were banned from 
attending six races after 
NASCAR technical inspectors 
found unapproved front fend- 
ers on their entries before the 
June 24 race at Sonoma. 

“Tve never done anything 
else my whole life and Steve’s 
in the same boat,” said Knaus, 
who has gone through suspen- 
sions in the past. “In 24, 25 
years of racing, I’ve been 
gone every weekend, every 
week I’m gone somewhere 
else, some other town going 


racing. 

“When you instill that kind 
of competitive nature into 
your blood, it’s kind of diffi- 
cult to unplug yourself. But 
it’s what happens, you just 
have to deal with it. I didn’t 
enjoy it, that’s for sure. It’s 
good to be back.” 

Letarte, ending his first sus- 
pension, echoed Knaus, one of 
his mentors. 

“Its very frustrating,” 
Letarte said. “I (could) do 
everything Monday through 
Thursday to prepare them, 
give them my notes, give them 
my ideas, this is how the last 
race went, this is how the next 
race might go. But, when they 
leave and come out to the 
racetrack, they’re kind of on 
their own.” 

Both teams have done a 
decent job in the absence of 
their leaders. 

Gordon, leading the season 
standings, has posted top-10 
finishes in all six races and 
increased his points lead over 
runner-up Denny Hamlin 
from 171 — after NASCAR 
docked both Gordon and 
Johnson 100 points for 
“Fender-gate” — to 344. 

Johnson hasn’t been quite 
as fortunate. 

He was fourth, 366 behind 


at the track, 


his teammate after the points 
deduction. Heading into 
Sunday’s event — one of four 
races left before the 12-man 
field for the Chase for the 
championship is set 
Johnson is seventh, 595 points 
behind Gordon, who has 
already clinched a spot in the 
postseason. 

There’s little chance 
Johnson will miss out on the 
Chase, since he is still 356 
points in front of 13th-place 
Ryan Newman. But momen- 
tum is key heading into the 
stock car playoff. 

Crashes in consecutive 
races at Chicago and 
Indianapolis relegated 
Johnson to finishes of 37th 
and 39th and seriously slowed 
his team’s progress. But he 
has righted the ship, finishing 
fifth at Pocono and third at 
Watkins Glen. 

Since the crew chiefs were 
suspended only from coming 
to the tracks, Knaus and 
Letarte were able to take the 
lead in repairing Johnson’s 
battered cars. 

“We wrecked two of my 
favorite cars, which really 
broke my heart,” Knaus said. 
“The car we destroyed in 
Chicago had only finished 
outside the top five once, I 


Gymnastic competitors go for the spotlight

Martha Karolyi calls it one 
of U.S. gymnastics’ lucky lit- 
tle secrets. 

Others say it’s the fickle- 
ness of a sport always yearn- 
ing for the Next Big Thing. 

Whatever it is, some of the 
world’s most accomplished 
female gymnasts couldn’t 
fully enjoy their stardom 
Thursday night at the Visa 
Championships while facing 
challenges from the sport’s 
new faces. 

“They need to know the 
next kid can step up at any 
time,” said Karolyi, the 
women’s team coordinator. 

Three stars-in-the-making 
seem ready to do just that: 
Ivana Hong of Blue Springs, 
Mo., Samantha Peszek of 
Indianapolis, and Rebecca 
Bross of Plano, Tex. Bross, 
who turned 14 this summer, is 
too young to qualify for the 
Beijing Games (athletes must 
have their 16th birthday in an 
Olympic year to be eligible). 

The women will return 
Saturday for the final rota- 
tions, and then wait to see 
who will be selected to the 
2007 world championship 
team. 

Karolyi likes the shark-like 
situation: “We’re not only 
preparing for the Olympic 
Games, but we’re making sure 
to train our juniors to be 
stronger than the generation 
before them.” 

Bross, who led the all- 
around competition in the 
junior division at the U.S. 
championships, is helping the 
2008 Olympic team by push- 
ing Liukin in practice. 


The teen who won two gold 
medals and finished second in 
the all-around event at last 
month’s Pan American Games 
isn’t intimidated by the senior 
stars. 

“It does feel good,” she 
said of being compared to the 
likes of Liukin, a highly deco- 
rated gymnast. 

Bross moved to Texas from 
Ann Arbor, Mich., to train 
with Liukin’s father, Valeri. 
She hopes to peak by the 2012 
Olympics in London. 

Luan Peszek isn’t thinking 
about the Olympics although 
her daughter Sam is one of 
only two Americans perform- 
ing a double twist, double 
backflip on the floor exercise. 

Peszek, a former gymnast 
for Illinois, has been publica- 
tions director for USA 
Gymnastics for 19 years. In 
that job she has watched a 
parade of stars come and go, 
but never expected Sam to be 
one of them. 

“Tt was one hour a week, 
then two hours,” Peszek said. 
“Now it’s 35 plus hours.” 

But Luan and her husband, 
Ed, insisted Sam live at home 
instead of moving to an elite 
gym in another part of the 
country. 

Whether Peszek continues 
her ascent could depend on 
her health - and the health of 
other Americans. 

One of her coaches, Jan 
Exner, the 1996 U.S. Olympic 
coach for rhythmic gymnas- 
tics, said it’s a daily struggle 
knowing when to push and 
when to hold back. 

“Tt’s like walking on a bal- 
ance beam,” she said. 

Competing in her first 


senior nationals, Peszek had a 
rough start, falling on the bal- 
ance beam and then tumbling 
to the mat twice on the floor 
exercise. She is 10th. 

Hong also in her first senior 
event, had better luck with a 
springy vault, a crowd-pleas- 
ing bars routine and a sterling 
beam performance. 

Hong, whose Chinese par- 
ents emigrated from Vietnam 
to the United States, took a 
different track than Peszek. 

Now Hong and Peszek 
hope to continue making big 
impressions.

Vick co-defendants plead guilty; Vick stands alone

RICHMOND, Va. — Two 
of Michael Vick’s alleged 
cohorts in a grisly dogfighting 
case pleaded guilty Friday, 
and one said the Atlanta 
Falcons quarterback joined 
them in drowning and hanging 
dogs that underperformed. 

With his NFL career in 
jeopardy and a superseding 
indictment in the works to add 
more charges, Vick and his 
lawyers have been talking 
with federal prosecutors about 
a possible plea agreement. 

Now that all three co- 
defendants have entered plea 
bargains, Vick is on his own to 
cut a deal or face trial on fed- 
eral charges. 

The court docket did not 
list any appearance for Vick. 
One of his lawyers, Lawrence 
Woodward, attended Friday’s 
hearings and declined to 
answer questions as he left the 
courthouse. 

Purnell Peace, 35, of 
Virginia Beach and Quanis 
Phillips, 28, of Atlanta entered 
plea agreements and joined 
defendant Tony Taylor of 
Hampton, who struck a simi- 
lar deal last month. The agree- 
ments require the three to 
cooperate in the government’s 
case against Vick. 

Sentencing is scheduled for 


Peace and Phillips on Nov. 30 
and Taylor on Dec. 14. Vick 
has been barred from training 
camp by the NFL and is to go 
on trial Nov. 26. 

A statement signed by 
Phillips as part of his plea 
agreement said Vick partici- 
pated in the execution of 
about eight dogs, some by 
drowning and hanging. 

“Phillips agrees and stipu- 
lates that these dogs all died as 
a result of the collective 
efforts of Peace, Phillips and 
Vick,” the statement said. 

Phillips and Peace also 
backed Taylor’s assertion that 
Vick was involved in gam- 


bling. 
“The ‘Bad Newz Kennels’ 
operation and gambling 


monies were almost exclu- 
sively funded by Vick,” state- 
ments by the two men say. 

Peace and Phillips were 
charged with conspiracy to 
travel in interstate commerce 
in aid of unlawful activities 
and conspiring to sponsor a 
dog in an animal fighting ven- 
ture. 

“Did you conspire with 
these folks to sponsor a dog- 
fighting venture?” USS. 
District Judge Henry Hudson 
asked Peace. 

He replied, “Yes, sir.” 

The offenses are punish- 
able by up to five years in 
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prison and a $250,000 fine, 
but the exact sentence will be 
based largely on federal sen- 
tencing guidelines. Hudson 
told Peace and Phillips that 
certain elements of their 
offenses will increase their 
sentencing ranges. 

“There are aggravating cir- 
cumstances in this case, 
there’s no doubt about it,” he 
told Phillips. 

While Peace was freed, 
Hudson found that Phillips 
violated terms of his release 
by failing a drug test and 
ordered him jailed. Phillips 
also is on probation for a drug 
conviction in Atlanta, and the 
guilty plea could mean more 
jail time in that case, Hudson 
said. 

Any outcome that ties Vick 
to betting on the dogfights 
could trigger a lifetime ban 
from the NFL under the 
league’s personal conduct pol- 
icy. 

The 27-year-old quarter- 
back was linked to betting by 
a statement signed by Taylor, 
who pleaded guilty and agreed 
to cooperate with the govern- 
ment, and the July 17 indict- 
ment. 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell withheld further 
action while the NFL con- 
ducts its own investigation. 
NFL spokesman Greg Aiello 


said the league had no com- 
ment on the latest pleas. 

About 30 animal-rights 
activists gathered outside the 
courtroom. Afterward, as 
police officers cleared the 
scene, protesters continued 
waving large pictures of a 
mutilated dog. 

“This is one dogfighting 
ring that’s been annihilated,” 
said John Goodwin, a 
spokesman for the Humane 
Society of the United States. 

The four defendants all ini- 
tially pleaded not guilty, and 
Vick issued a statement saying 
he looked forward to clearing 
his name. 

A statement of facts signed 
by Taylor as part of his plea 
agreement placed Vick at the 
scene of several dogfights and 
linked him to betting. Taylor 
said Vick financed virtually 
all the “Bad Newz Kennels” 
operation on Vick’s property 
in Surry County. 

The case began with a 
search in April that turned up 
dozens of pit bulls and an 
assortment of dogfighting 
paraphernalia at the property, 
a few miles from Vick’s 
hometown. According to the 
indictment, dogs that lost 
fights or fared poorly in test 
fights were sometimes execut- 
ed by hanging, electrocution 
or other means. 


Inkster, Ahn top Canadian Women’s Open; Wie misses cut

EDMONTON, Alberta — 
Hall of Famer Juli Inkster shot 
a 5-under 66 on Friday for a 
share of the second-round lead 
in the Canadian Women’s 
Open, while 17-year-old 
Michelle Wie had a 74 to miss 
the cut. 

The 47-year-old Inkster, a 
31-time winner on the LPGA 
Tour, matched South Korea’s 
Shi Hyun Ahn (67) at 8-under 
134 on the Royal Mayfair 
course. 

“T hit some good short irons 
in there today. I drove the ball 
well, which is what you have 
to do out there,” Inkster said. 

“You’ve got to play the ball 


from the fairway because of 
the rough. You can get some 
good lies in the rough, but you 
can get some gnarly lies. And 
depending where they put the 
pins, you just don’t want to be 
coming in from the rough.” 

Wie had a 7-over 149 total, 
leaving her 15 strokes behind 
the leaders. 

“I missed a couple of cru- 
cial putts here and there and a 
couple of shots didn’t go the 
way I wanted to,” said Wie, 
who had five bogeys and two 
birdies Friday. “It’s frustrating 
to see my score was high 
when I don’t feel I played that 
bad.”

its buildup troops home. Army Lt. Gen. Ray Odierno said that 
in a nation torn by violence from Sunni insurgents, Shiite mili- 
tias and al-Qaida terrorists, right now al-Qaida is the biggest 
threat because it wants to establish a safe haven in Iraq. 

“If we can, we want to finish them off,” he said of al-Qaida. 

Speaking to Pentagon reporters by video conference from 
Baghdad, he also said commanders are planning in April to start 
withdrawing troops sent in as part of President Bush’s buildup 
— and complete the drawdown to pre-escalation levels by 
August 2008. Military operations launched since the escalation 
have helped coalition forces capture and kill insurgent leaders, 
disrupt their operations and retake some territory from them in 
main population centers, he said. Odierno asserted that coalition 
forces now “have a chance to really go after them and defeat 
them.” 


Peru earthquake survivors loot public 
market, trailer as disaster aid arrives 


PISCO, Peru (AP) — Hungry earthquake survivors ran- 
sacked a public market Friday, while other mobs looted a refrig- 
erated trailer and blocked aid trucks, prompting Peru’s president 
to appeal for calm. Aid finally arrived to the disaster zone after 
about 36 hours without much help. 

With hopes diminishing of finding more survivors from 
Wednesday’s devastating magnitude-8 quake, the death toll had 
reached at least 510. Another 1,500 people were injured, over- 
whelming the few hospitals in Peru’s southern desert region. 

Severe damage to the only highway to the hardest hit zone 
slowed trucks from Lima. But food, water, tents and blankets 
were finally arriving, and with Peruvian soldiers distributing 
aluminum caskets, the first mass funerals were being held. 

“Nobody is going to die of hunger or thirst,” President Alan 
Garcia said following complaints that aid was not arriving fast 
enough for some 80,000 people who lost loved ones, homes and 
belongings in Wednesday’s magnitude-8 temblor and the many 
aftershocks that have followed. 

“I understand your desperation, your anxiety and some are 
taking advantage of the circumstances to take the property of 
others, take things from stores, thinking they’re not going to 
receive help,” Garcia said. “There is no reason to fall into exag- 
gerated desperation knowing that the state is present.” 


Hurricane Dean sweeps into east 
Caribbean, threatening to gain power 


CASTRIES, St. Lucia (AP) — Hurricane Dean roared into 
the eastern Caribbean on Friday, tearing away roofs, flooding 
streets and causing at least three deaths on small islands as the 
powerful storm headed on a collision course with Jamaica and 
Mexico’s Yucatan Peninsula. 

The Atlantic season’s first hurricane grew into a Category 3 
storm with sustained winds of 125 mph after crossing over the 
warm waters of the Caribbean and forecasters warned it could 
grow into a monster tempest with 150 mph winds before steer- 
ing next week into the Gulf of Mexico, with its 4,000 oil and 
gas platforms. 

Dean could threaten the United States by Wednesday, fore- 
casters said, and Texas Gov. Rick Perry’s office suggested peo- 
ple get ready. 

On tiny St. Lucia, fierce winds tore corrugated metal roofs 
from dozens of houses and a hospital’s pediatric ward, whose 
patients had been evacuated hours earlier. Police said a 62-year- 
old man drowned when he tried to retrieve a cow from a rain- 
swollen river. 

The government on Dominica reported that a woman and her 
7-year-old son died when a hillside soaked by Dean’s rains gave 
way and crushed the house where they were sleeping. 


Thompson defends 20-year record 
as a Washington lobbyist 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — Republican Fred Thompson 
defended his record as a Washington lobbyist, arguing that con- 
troversial clients do not reflect his views and they deserved rep- 
resentation in dealing with Congress and the federal govern- 
ment. 

“Don’t confuse the lawyer with the client,” Thompson said in 
an interview with The Associated Press. “It has nothing to do 
with one’s political views. Lawyering is a profession but it’s 
also a business.” Thompson has come under fire for represent-

Ammunition shortage squeezes police 
nationwide; officer training curtailed 


UNDATED (AP) — Troops training for and fighting the 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan are firing more than | billion bul- 
lets a year, contributing to ammunition shortages hitting police 
departments nationwide and preventing some officers from 
training with the weapons they carry on patrol. 

An Associated Press review of dozens of police and sheriff’s 
departments found that many are struggling with delays of as 
long as a year for both handgun and rifle ammunition. And the 
shortages are resulting in prices as much as double what depart- 
ments were paying just a year ago. 

“There were warehouses full of it. Now, that isn’t the case,” 
said Al Aden, police chief in Pierre, S.D. 

Departments in all parts of the country reported delays or 
reductions in training and, in at least one case, a proposal to use 
paint-ball guns in firing drills as a way to conserve real ammo. 

Forgoing proper, repetitive weapons training comes with a 
price on the streets, police say, in diminished accuracy, quick- 
ness on the draw and basic decision-making skills. 


Scientists say Arctic sea ice levels 
are at a record low and still dropping 


WASHINGTON (AP) — There was less sea ice in the Arctic 
on Friday than ever before on record, and the melting is contin- 
uing, the National Snow and Ice Data Center reported. 

“Today is a historic day,” said Mark Serreze, a senior 
research scientist at the center. “This is the least sea ice we’ve

ever seen in the satellite record and we have another month left 
to go in the melt season this year.” 

Satellite measurements showed 2.02 million square miles of 
ice in the Arctic, falling below the Sept. 21, 2005, record mini- 
mum of 2.05 million square miles, the agency said. 

Sea ice is particularly low in the East Siberian side of the 
Arctic and the Beaufort Sea north of Alaska, the center report- 
ed. Ice in the Canadian Archipelago is also quite low. Along the 
Atlantic side of the Arctic Ocean, sea ice extent is not as unusu- 
ally low, but there is still less than normal, according to the cen- 
ter located in Boulder, Colo. 


Stocks gain after Federal Reserve 
lowers rate it charges banks for loans 


NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks barreled higher Friday after the 
Federal Reserve did what Wall Street was clamoring for and cut 
its key discount rate a half percentage point. The move quelled 
investors’ credit worries at least for the time being and sent the 
Dow Jones industrials up about 230 points. 

The Fed — which had resisted lowering rates despite weeks 
of market volatility, and instead added nearly $120 billion in 
liquidity into the banking system — cut its discount rate to 5.75 
percent from 6.25 percent. The central bank acknowledged that 
the stock market turbulence that has pulled the Dow down by 
hundreds of points a day was posing a risk to economic growth. 

“People were kind of baiting the Fed into doing something, 
and finally they did,” said Philip Dow, managing director of 
equity trading at RBC Dain Rauscher. “The playground moni- 
tor finally showed up, and it showed someone cares and some- 
one is bringing rationality into the market.” 

But the central bank made no mention of lowering its target 
for the federal funds rate, which has stood at 5.25 percent for 
more than a year. The fed funds rate determines the rates that 
banks charge each other, while the discount rate only covers 
loans the Fed makes to banks. Many strategists believe the mar- 
ket won’t settle down until the Fed lowers the fed funds rate tar- 
get, considered a more significant benchmark.

interest in the challenge of 
working with other groups.” 

Mammina, a fixture at 
Sundays in the Park, the 
Farmer’s Market and even 
City Council meetings, spent 
much of her life traveling 
around the country from the 
Midwest to Manhattan and to 
the Bay Area.

available to assist families. 


“Redwood Caregiver 
Resource Center in Santa 
Rosa, which serves 


Mendocino County, provides 
counseling support to individ- 
uals or groups on care giving. 
One of their representatives 
met with our family. They also 
offer financial assistance for 
respite care. 

“For us, the Ukiah Adult 
Day Health Care Center was a 
God-send. Adults with 
Alzheimer’s, and other med- 
ical conditions, can spend 
mornings there in planned 
activities. This became anoth- 
er partner in the large group of 
people that was needed to pro- 
vide care for Dad. 

“About this time our 
daughter, Melissa, decided to 
compete for Miss Mendocino 
County in 2002. Each young 
woman is required to adopt a 
platform of community ser- 
vice, so she chose 
“Alzheimer’s Advocacy and 
Awareness” in honor of her 
grandfather and began volun- 
teering at the adult day care 
program. 

“For about two years our 
routine for caring for Dad 
worked well. But, as with 
most who have Alzheimer’s, 
aggression became a problem 
and Dad was unable to contin- 
ue in the program. Aggression 
is usually more challenging in 
men, due to physical strength, 
such as our Dad, who had 
been a building contractor for 
much of his life. There are 
medications that help, but get- 
ting them properly regulated 
between aggression and a 
comatose state was challeng- 
ing. Medications for 
Alzheimer’s are extremely 
expensive as well. Because 
Dad was a World War II veter- 
an, he was able to receive 
medications through his veter- 
an’s benefit. 

“After five years, the stress 
was taking its toll on the fam- 
ily. It took its toll on us emo- 
tionally, financially and phys- 
ically. Our calls for assistance 
became more frequent. After 
one particularly bad week, we 
admitted Dad to the hospital 
to control his aggression, and 
from there it was necessary to 
place him in a facility. This 
was a very difficult and emo- 
tional step, but necessary. Our 
choice was a residential facili- 


ty that felt more like home, 
where he could have his own 
room and a shared caregiver. 

“Living in the small town 
of Ukiah made this financially 
feasible for us. Facilities in 
urban areas can cost $6,000 
per month. It was also fortu- 
nate for us that Dad believed 
in saving for a rainy day, so 
there were funds to provide 
for his care. We were able to 
visit Dad regularly. Mom 
rarely missed a day. 

“After three years, which 
included many infections and 
cycling on and off Hospice, 
Dad developed a urinary tract 
infection and pneumonia in 
February, a typical final stage 
of Alzheimer’s. He was sur- 
rounded by family in his last 
days. 

“Some families are not so 
fortunate as ours,” explains 
Karen, “which is the reason a 
group of women in 
Mendocino County have 
come together to host a 
fundraiser in support of 
respite care — “Climbing The 
Mountain Together-An 
Alzheimer’s Caregiver 
Benefit.” Their goal is to sup- 
port families who cannot 
afford respite care and desper- 
ately need a break. 

Miss California, Melissa 
Chaty, will be speaking and 
singing at the care giving ben- 
efit scheduled for Sept. 8 from 
2 to 6 p.m. at the Grace 
Hudson Museum in Ukiah. 
The public is invited to attend 
and show support for this 
cause. There will be food, 
wine, music and opportunities 
to bid on some great silent 
auction items, including trips 
and artwork. Tickets are $25 
and can be purchased at the 
door. 

Melissa Chaty will also be 
sponsoring a Tribute Board at 
the event, where family mem- 
bers can post a picture, story 
or note in honor of a family 
member who has experienced 
Alzheimer’s. 

During the morning session 
of the event, 10 to 11:30 a.m., 
there will be a free lecture on 
“Maximizing Your Memory” 
by Joan Davis, North Bay 
Alzheimer’s Association. This 
lecture will teach the differ- 
ence between normal memory 
loss and dementia and 
Alzheimer’s disease. This 
program also gives tips and

a meeting, La Belle said. 

The additional resources are 
warranted because it’s the sec- 
ond tour plane to crash within a 
month, La Belle said. Hersman 
and the two Anchorage-based 
investigators arrived and were 
at the crash site Friday after- 
noon. “We want to see if there 
are some underlying issues,” La 
Belle said. “The more eyes and 
the more skill sets you have, the 
easier it becomes. 

“From our perspective, this 


is a high visibility accident and 
it’s going to get a lot of scrutiny. 
Everyone has a real concern 
here.” The cause of Thursday’s 
crash was not immediately 
known, but Alaska State Troop- 
ers spokeswoman Megan 
Peters said high winds unex- 
pectedly came up at the time of 
the crash. However, it couldn’t 
immediately be determined if 
that was a factor.

“Anyone who thinks this 
subject won’t affect them, 
think again.

If the valuables are claimed 
by an owner, and an asset for- 
feiture officer finds them to be 
“ill gotten,” the county will 
pursue a civil suit against the 
owner. 

Seized assets are distrib- 
uted between several different 
state and local agencies, with 
a significant amount of the 
funds returned to the agency 
that seized the property. 

The Mendocino County 
Auditor Controllers Office 
exercises general supervision 
over the accounting of asset 
forfeiture funds, which are 
supposed to be distributed 
quarterly. 


According to state law, 
asset forfeiture funds can be 
used to purchase equipment 
and supplies, provide salaries 
for new positions for a limited 
time, provide for overtime pay 
and fund anti-drug and anti- 
gang programs. 

The Law Enforcement 
Administrators Association is 
tasked with directing asset 
forfeiture money toward anti- 
gang and drug programs. The 
LEAA does not have a memo- 
randum of understanding with 
the county, according to grand 
jury reports. 

Asset forfeiture funds can- 
not be used to supplant the 
budget. The Mendocino 
County District Attorney’s 
Office has not conducted reg- 
ular audits on asset forfeiture 
spending in its jurisdiction 
and there have been no exter- 
nal audits, according to grand 


jury reports. 

Account records from the 
District Attorney’s Office are 
detailed but have not been for- 
warded to the auditor-con- 
troller, according to grand jury 
reports. 

The grand jury recom- 
mended that the Mendocino 
County Asset Forfeiture Unit 
revise its operational memo- 
randum of understanding to 
reflect the strictest possible 
definition of expenditures to 
avoid the appearance of sup- 
planting the budget and that 
expenditures be directly 
linked to “law enforcement 
needs.”
